Council President Seeks 
Lower Taxes, His 
Claim.

WANTS ASSESSORSHIP 



Lowered taxes and equalized 
assessments are the twin aims in 
the candidacy for assessor of Ijd- 
ward C. Griswold, president of 
Council, according to a statement 
released Thursday. 

The decision of Mr. Griswokl to 
abandon his important Council post 
in order to seek the rather thank- 
less job of real estate assessor is 
the cause of Narberth's only politi- 
cal contest this year. Mr. Griswold 
will oppose the present incumbent, 
Frank A. O'Brien. 

That Mr. Griswold seeks the job 
not through anj- desire to discredit 
the work of Mr.. O'Brien, but widi 
a particular plan in view is ex- 
plained in his statement addressed 
to the voters of Narberth : 

"In view of the many reasons for 
my candidacy for the office of as- 
sessor which are being advanced in 
discussions of the coming primar- 
ies, I believe a statement from me 
will help to clarify the situation. .At 
the same time I want it plainly un- 
derstood that my action is not in 
any way based on jjersonalities. 
eitlier as regards my ojjponent or 
the owner of any particular pro])- 
erty. 

"I agreed to become a candidate 
only after it had been urged u])on 
me on the basis that I had been an 
ofificial of the borough for six years, 
the last two having been as ]iresi- 
deiit of Council. It was represented 
to me that I am thereby qualified to 
help in the solution of the biggest 
problem before the voters of Nar- 
berth today, namely, the lowering of 
taxes. This is the question which 
my candidacy will put before the 
town on September 20. 

"It has been said that my en- 
trance into the primaries is a scheme 
of Council to raise taxes without 
increasing the rate. On the contrary, 
it is my opinion that taxes can be 
lowered by an 'equitable adjust- 
ment' of the assessments. Just one 
illu.stration will be sufficient. The 
average assessment is apjjroximatcly 
one-third of the present valuation 
and properties recently imjiroved, 
the business section included, con- 
form to that basis. But there are 
properties in the business section en- 
joying a large income from rentals 
that are assessed as low as lo per 
cent, of the valuation based on the 
rent charged. Many of the proper- 
ties are owned by non-residents. 
This is unfair to the home owner 
and at least 85 per cent, of our tax 
payers are in that class. 

"Proper assessments will mean 
pioper revenues and a lower rate 
of taxation can be made effective 
by Council as soon as the adjust- 
ment is made. In other words, if 
elected, I will take office with just 
one pledge — to enlist the support of 
all people and agencies in the town 
capable of giving expert assistance 
and 'an equitable adjustment for 
alb'"

A decided coolness which was 
much in keeping with the previous 
record of the month set in late last 
week. The mercury began to drop 
and aided by cloudy skies and almost 
constant rain it continued to fall 
until Saturday when the lowest 
ttiean temperature for the week was 
reached. On that day the highest 
the thermometer registered was 59; 
the Lowest was 51. '
